NBC -TV  PROGRAMS  AND  PERSONALITIES  RECEIVE  37  'EMMY  AWARD'  NOMINATIONS 
Seven  of  the  Network's  Nominations  Are  in  News  and  Public  Affairs 

NBC  programs  and  personalities  received  thirty-seven  nomina¬ 
tions  for  Emmy  Awards  in  the  roster  announced  today  by  the  National 
Academy  of  Television  Arts  and  Sciences.  Seven  of  the  nominations 
were  in  the  fields  of  news  and  public  affairs.  NBC  received  four  of 
the  five  nominations  for  "The  Program  of  the  Year. " 

The  nominations  are  in  24  categories  in  which  there  were  five 
or  three  named  in  each.  A  25th  award  category  —  "Best  Engineering  or 
Technical  Achievement"  --  will  be  decided  on  the  basis  of  a  single 
nomination. 

Balloting  will  be  tabulated  by  Price  Waterhouse  and  Co.  of 
the  Academy's  5>000  members  in  seven  chapters.  Winners  will  be 
announced  in  the  annual  "Emmy  Awards"  program  Tuesday,  May  16  on  the 
NBC-TV  Network  (10-11:30  p.m.  EDT).  The  program  will  originate  at  the 
NBC  Ziegfeld  Theatre  in  New  York  and  the  Moulin  Rouge  in  Hollywood. 

Among  the  programs  with  multiple  mentions  were  NBC’s  Conven¬ 
tion  Coverage  which  was  named  in  the  categories  of  "Outstanding 
Achievement  in  the  Field  of  News"  and  "The  Program  of  the  Year. " 

The  "Hallmark  Hall  of  Fame"  presentation  of  Shakespeare's 
"Macbeth,"  presented  on  NBC  Nov.  20,  i960,  received  five  nominations  in 
the  following  categories:  "Outstanding  Program  Achievement  in  the  Field 
of  Drama";  "Outstanding  Single  Performance  by  an  Actor  in  a  Leading 
Role":  Maurice  Evans;  "Outstanding  Single  Performance  by  an  Actress  in

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a  Leading  Role":  Judith  Anderson;  "The  Program  of  the  Year";  and 
"Outstanding  Directorial  Achievement  of  the  Year":  George  Schaefer. 

The  NBC  special  program,  "Sacco-Vanzetti, "  presented  in  two 
parts  on  June  3  and  10,  i960,  received  four  nominations  in  the  following 
categories:  "Outstanding  Program  Achievement  of  the  Year";  "The  Pro¬ 

gram  of  the  Year";  "Outstanding  Directorial  Achievement  of  the  Year": 
Sidney  Lumet;  and  "Outstanding  Writing  Achievement  in  Drama":  Reginald 
Ro  se. 

Pour  NBC  programs  received  double  nominations:  The  "U-2 
Affair,"  presented  on  "NBC  White  Paper"  Nov.  29,  i960,  was  named  for 
"Outstanding  Achievement  in  the  Field  of  Public  Affairs  and  Education," 
and  Arthur  Barron  and  A1  Wasserman  were  named  for  the  same  program  in 
the  "Outstanding  Writing  Achievement  in  the  Documentary  Field"  category. 
Dinah  Shore,  for  the  "Dinah  Shore  Chevy  Show"  series,  was  nominated  in 
the  category  of  "Outstanding  Performance  in  a  Variety  or  Musical  Pro¬ 
gram  or  Series"  and  the  same  series  was  named  in  the  category  "Out¬ 
standing  Achievement  in  Electronic  Camera  Work. " 

"The  Bob  Hope  Buick  Show"  of  April  20,  i960,  was  named  twice 
--  for  "Outstanding  Program  Achievement  in  the  Field  of  Humor"  and  for

JOHN  DALY  TO  SUBSTITUTE  FOR  DAVE  GARROWAY  AS  ‘TODAY1  HOST 

John  Daly,  veteran  broadcaster,  will  substitute  for 
Dave  Garroway  as  host  of  NBC-TV‘s  "The  Dave  Garroway  Today 
Show"  for  an  indefinite  period,  producer  Fred  Freed  announced 
today.  Garroway  is  on  leave  from  the  program  due  to  the  death 
of  his  wife  last  Friday.  The  starting  date  of  Daly's  appear¬ 
ance  will  be  announced  shortly.  The  program  is  broadcast 
Mondays  through  Fridays  7  to  9  a.m.  EDT. 

Daly  is  well  known  to  television  viewers  as  moderator 
of  the  panel  show  "What's  My  Line?"  and  as  a  former  newscaster 
for  the  American  Broadcasting  Company.  He  was  vice  president 
in  charge  of  news,  special  events  and  public  affairs  at  ABC  for 
seven  years  before  resigning  last  November. 

His  long  career  as  a  newsman  includes  many  notable 
achievements.  He  was  CBS  Radio's  White  House  correspondent  at 
the  age  of  23>  broadcast  from  Anzio  beachhead  during  World 
War  II,  was  announcer  for  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  and 
has  covered  such  major  news  events  as  the  Nuremberg  trials,  the 
Berlin  airlift  and  the  political  conventions.

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THREE  SPECIAL  TV  PROGRAMS  PLANNED  BY  NBC  NEWS 
ON  DAY  AMERICA'S  FIRST  MANNED  ROCKET  IS  FIRED 


Three  special  programs  covering  America's  first  attempt  to 
launch  a  man  into  space  are  being  planned  for  presentation  on  the  NBC-TV 
Network  on  the  day  of  the  rocket -firing,  which  has  been  widely  reported 
in  the  press  as  Tuesday,  May  2. 

The  first  program,  expected  to  be  about  one  hour  in  length, 
will  start  10  minutes  before  the  manned  Mercury  Redstone  missile  is 
fired  from  Cape  Canaveral.  It  will  include  live  coverage  of  the 
launching  and  voice  reports  on  the  recovery  of  the  astronaut  and  his 
space  capsule  from  the  drop  zone  down  the  Atlantic  missile  range. 

The  second  program  will  be  presented  about  two -and-one -half 
to  three  hours  later.  It  will  include  the  first  film  coverage  of  the 
recovery  operation.  The  film  will  be  shot  by  camera  crews  aboard  two 
destroyers  and  one  aircraft  in  the  drop  zone  and  will  be  flown  to  Cape 
Canaveral  for  immediate  broadcast. 

A  third  program  may  be  presented  in  the  evening.  It  will 
summarize  the  events  of  the  day  and  will  assess  the  results  of  the 
first  U.  S.  man -in-space  attempt  in  terms  of  the  nation's  long-range 
space  program  and  in  relation  to  the  progress  of  the  Soviet  Union  in 
manned  space  flight. 

NBC  News  correspondent  Frank  McGee  will  be  anchorman  in  New 
York  for  the  special  programs  and  correspondent  Robert  Abernethy  will 
be  anchorman  at  Cape  Canaveral.  The  coverage  will  be  produced  by 
Chet  Hagan  and  directed  by  Robert  Priaulx. 

The  programs  will  draw  on  the  all-network  pool  coverage  which 
Is  coordinated  by  Roy  Neal  and  directed  by  James  KLtchell,  both  of 
NBC  News.  The  pool's  TV  cameras  will  cover  all  key  points  at  Cape 
Canaveral,  including  the  launching  pad  itself. 
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TWO  ‘PROJECT  20*  PROGRAMS  WIN  TOP  HONORS 
AT  THIRD  AMERICAN  FILM  FESTIVAL 

Two  NBC-TV  "Project  20"  programs  —  "The  Coming  of  Christ" 
and  "Mark  Twain’s  America"  —  were  named  top  winners  in  the  third 
American  Film  Festival,  held  recently  in  New  York  City.  The  event  is 
the  largest  audio-visual  screen  assembly  held  regularly  in  the  United 
States . 

Jury  panels  chose  winning  entries  from  more  than  250  short 
movies  and  film  strips  submitted  in  the  festival’s  competitive  screen¬ 
ings.  "Mark  Twain’s  America"  won  in  the  "history,  biography,  and 
current  events"  category,  and  "The  Coming  of  Christ"  in  the  "doctrinal, 
denominational,  and  ethical"  category. 

Commenting  on  "The  Coming  of  Christ,"  The  New  York  Times 
said,  "This  sublimely  wrought  film  closed  the  festival,  appropriately. 
Using  more  than  300  art  masterpieces  to  carry  Jesus  from  Bethlehem 
to  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  it  tells  the  story  with  tasteful  selec¬ 
tivity,  impact  and  real  camera  skill.  Alexander  Scourby’s  narration 
exquisitely  underlines  the  magnificent  color  images,  and  Robert 
Russell  Bennett’s  music  is  thrilling."  Donald  B.  Hyatt,  Director  of 
NBC  Special  Projects,  was  producer-director  of  both  "The  Coming  of 
Christ"  and  "Mark  Twain’s  America."  The  former  was  broadcast 
April  22,  I960,  and  the  latter  Dec.  21,  i960.

•RAILROADS:  END  OF  THE  LINE? • 

IS  TOPIC  OF  ’NBC  WHITE  PAPER' 

What  is  happening  to  American  railroads  and  the  passengers 
that  ride  and  depend  upon  them?  Why  are  U.  S.  railroads  in  serious 
trouble?  Why  have  they  suffered  such  a  decline?  Is  there  still  a  key 
role  the  railroad  can  play  in  America’s  future? 

These  questions  will  be  explored  in  the  final  "NBC  White 
Paper"  of  the  season  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  Tuesday,  May  23  ( 10-11  p.m. 
EDT).  The  topic  is  "Railroads:  End  of  the  Line?" 

The  award-winning  series  will  trace  the  railroads'  historic 
role  in  the  development  of  this  country,  covering  the  Twenties  and 
Thirties,  when  the  passenger  was  king,  and  will  show  the  changing 
transportation  patterns  which  arose  during  the  late  Forties  and 
Fifties.  There  will  also  be  a  study  of  the  present  situation,  which 
finds  the  general  crisis  making  frequent  headlines. 

"Our  railroads,  the  commuter  lines,  the  branch  lines  between 
major  cities,  and  our  transcontinental  lines  are  all  undergoing 
terrific  change, "  says  executive  producer  Irving  Gitlin.  "It  is  time 
to  take  a  long  look  at  our  rail  transportation  system,  to  examine  the 
crisis  which  seems  almost  universal  with  railroads  East,  West,  North 
and  South. 

"There  are  a  few  bright  spots  in  the  picture  --  Chicago,  for 
instance,  where  railroads  have  made  and  are  making  constructive  moves 
--  but  there  are  many  others.  New  York  and  Boston  prominent  among  them,

To  be  televised  in  color,  the  new  half-hour  series  will  offer 
the  perceptive  observations  of  NBC’s  award-winning  Washington 
correspondent,  David  Brinkley. 

Yates  is  coming  to  NBC  News  after  a  year  with  the  Metropolitan 
Broadcasting  Corporation,  first  as  director  of  news  and  public  affairs 
and  then  as  director  of  creative  programming.  Before  joining  Metropoli¬ 
tan,  he  had  served  as  director  of  news  and  special  events  for  WNTA-TV 
and  worked  in  Hollywood  on  two  motion  picture  scripts. 

In  1957,  he  won  an  Emmy  Award  and  a  Robert  E.  Sherwood 
Memorial  Award  as  producer  of  the  outstanding  live  local  TV  show, 

"Night  Beat,"  a  program  he  helped  develop  with  Mike  Wallace.  Earlier 
in  his  TV  career,  he  was  executive  producer  of  the  Tex  and  Jinx  Pro¬ 
ductions,  a  White  House  correspondent  for  NBC-TV  and  producer  of  the 
NBC-TV  show,  "Your  President’s  Week."

DETAILED  COVERAGE  OF  PROJECT  MERCURY  MAN-IN-SPACE  EXPERIMENT 
PROVIDED  IN  SEVERAL  SEGMENTS  OF  1 DAVE  GARROWAY  TODAY  SHOW  * 

NBC-TV‘s  "The  Dave  Garroway  Today  Show"  devoted  several 
segments  of  its  two-hour  program  this  morning  (Tuesday,  May  2) 
to  coverage  of  the  Project  Mercury  Man-in-Space  experiment, 
including  the  announcement  directly  from  Cape  Canaveral,  Fla., 
at  8:38  a.m.  EDT  that  the  firing  of  the  Mercury  Redstone  missile 
had  been  postponed  because  of  inclement  weather. 

Eight  minutes  after  this  announcement,  "Today"  presented 
a  report  by  NBC  News  correspondent  Herb  Kaplow  from  Cape 
Canaveral  which  had  been  taped  in  the  brief  interval.  Kaplow 
summarized  the  preparations  for  the  rocket  launching  and  explain¬ 
ed  the  weather  conditions  forcing  the  postponement. 

Earlier  on  the  program,  filmed  interviews  were  presented 
with  the  three  astronauts  from  whom  the  final  selection  for  the 
space  experiment  would  be  made.  The  men  were  interviewed  by 
NBC  News  correspondent  Frank  McGee. 

Diagrams  of  the  missile  and  space  capsule  also  were 
shown,  and  John  Daly,  substituting  for  Dave  Garroway  as  host 
of  the  program,  explained  the  important  features.  NBC  News 
correspondent  Peter  Hackes  described  activities  at  the  launching 
site  in  a  direct  radio  report  to  NBC  New  York  before  the  decision 
was  made  to  reschedule  the  experiment.

NBC  ESTABLISHES  FULL-TIME  NEWS  BUREAU  IN  OTTAWA,  FIRST 
TO  BE  OPENED  IN  CANADA  BY  A  U.S.  NETWORK 

NBC  has  established  a  full-time  news  bureau  in  Ottawa, 
Canada,  it  was  announced  today  by  William  R.  Me  Andrew,  Executive  Vice 
President,  NBC  News.  The  bureau,  which  is  the  first  to  be  opened  in 
Canada  by  a  United  States  network,  will  be  headed  by  NBC  News  corre¬ 
spondent  Leif  Eid. 

Establishment  of  the  bureau  in  the  Canadian  capital  is  part 
of  a  continuing  expansion  of  NBC  News’  foreign  coverage.  In  other 
recent  moves  to  increase  its  coverage  of  the  Western  Hemisphere,  NBC 
News  opened  two  new  bureaus  in  South  America  —  one  in  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
Brazil,  and  the  other  in  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina. 

Leif  Eid,  who  joined  NBC  News  in  1936,  was  a  member  of  the 
network’s  Washington  bureau  from  19^2  until  1955*  reporting  on  the 
White  House,  Congress  and  other  news-making  centers  in  the  nation’s 
capital.  In  1955  be  was  named  head  of  the  NBC  News  bureau  in  Paris 
and  covered  the  Big  Four  meetings  in  Geneva,  key  Nato  conferences  and 
other  events.  He  returned  to  Washington  in  1958  and  since  then  has 
covered  the  i960  national  political  conventions  and  elections,  among 
other  major  assignments.

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NBC  NEWS  COVERS  LAUNCHING  AND  OTHER  MAJOR  PHASES 
OP  AMERICA'S  FIRST  MANNED  SPACE  PLIGHT  WITH 
SPECIAL  TELEVISION  AND  RADIO  PROGRAMS 

Special  NBC  News  programming,  covering  in  full  America's 
first  manned  space  flight,  was  presented  today  on  the  NBC  Television 
and  Radio  Networks . 

Live  coverage  of  the  dramatic  launching  of  the  space  capsule 
carrying  astronaut  Alan  B.  Shepard  Jr.  began  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  at 
10:22  a.m.  EDT  and  continued  until  11:30  a.m.  EDT.  It  included  voice 
reports,  by  radio,  of  the  recovery  of  the  capsule  302  miles  down  the 
Atlantic  missile  range. 

A  news  conference,  at  which  members  of  the  U.  S.  space  team 
evaluated  the  results  of  the  flight,  was  covered  in  a  second  special 
NBC-TV  program  12:30  to  1:30  p.m.  EDT.  The  program  also  included 
reports  by  NBC  News  anchormen  Prank  McGee  in  New  York  and  Robert 
Abernethy  at  Cape  Canaveral. 

A  third  special  NBC  News  program  (2-2:30  p.m.  EDT),  presented 
the  taped  recording  of  Shepard's  voice  as  he  flew  through  space  at 
speeds  up  to  5100  miles  an  hour.  At  one  point  he  reported  the  flight 
as  "very  smooth,  very  smooth. . .everything  looks  good." 

Two  other  programs  were  scheduled  for  later  in  the  day.  One 
was  a  presentation  of  film  coverage,  flown  to  Cape  Canaveral  from  the 
drop  zone,  which  reported  on  the  recovery  of  Shepard  and  his  capsule. 

The  other,  titled  "Freedom  7"  after  the  name  of  the  capsule  (8-8:30  p.m. 
EDT),  was  scheduled  to  summarize  the  events  of  the  flight  and  assess  its 


results . 
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All  five  programs  came  under  the  sponsorship  of  Gulf  Oil 
Corporation  and  were  offered  as  "NBC  Special  News  Reports"  produced 
by  Chet  Hagan  and  directed  by  Robert  Priaulx.  They  featured  anchormen 
McGee  and  Abernethy  and  drew  on  the  all-network  pool  coverage  co¬ 
ordinated  by  Roy  Neal  and  directed  by  James  Kitchell,  both  of  NBC  News. 

In  addition.  President  Kennedy's  news  conference  was  recorded 
and  was  scheduled  for  broadcast  on  the  NBC  Television  and  Radio  Net¬ 
works  . 

The  day’s  coverage  of  Project  Mercury  began  with  the  NBC 
News  segments  of  "The  Dave  Garroway  Today  Show"  (7-9  a.m.  EDT).  In 
addition,  "Today"  reported  on  the  background  of  the  flight  and  on  the 
earlier  attempt  May  2,  which  was  postponed  because  of  bad  weather. 

The  NBC  Radio  Network  also  covered  the  flight  in  full,  both 
on  its  regular  news  programs  and  in  special  reports,  some  nearly  two 
hours  in  length,  on  the  NBC  News  "hot-line"  to  affiliated  stations. 

The  radio  coverage  featured  NBC  News  correspondents  Merrill  Mueller 
at  Cape  Canaveral  and  Peter  Hackes  with  the  recovery  operation  down- 
range.  It  was  produced  by  Russ  Tornabene.

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RADIO  AND  TELEVISION  IMPACT  ON  PAST  PRESIDENTIAL  ELECTIONS 

SHOWS  MEDIA  WILL  BE  USED  ADVANTAGEOUSLY  BY  NOMINEES 

WHO  SEEK  TO  MASTER  THEM,  NBC’S  ELMER  W.  LOWER  SAYS 

FOR  RELEASE  SATURDAY,  12  NOON  EDT,  MAY  6 

WASHINGTON,  May  6  --  Radio  and  television  have  had  consider¬ 
able  impact  on  past  Presidential  elections  and  will  be  used  to  great 
advantage  by  future  candidates  who  take  the  trouble  to  master  them, 
Elmer  W.  Lower,  Manager,  NBC  News,  Washington,  told  the  annual  con¬ 
vention  of  the  Association  for  Professional  Broadcasting  Education 
here  today. 

Mr.  Lower  reviewed  the  10  Presidential  elections  since  1924 
to  show  how  "...politics  and  broadcasting  have  become  inseparable 
bedfellows . " 

"They  couldn’t  be  separated  even  if  we  wanted  to  do  so,"  he 
declared.  "Under  our  system  of  government  and  broadcasting,  each  can 
act  as  a  check  upon  the  other,  if  necessary.  In  my  opinion,  this  is 
how  it  should  be  and  I  hope  that  it  continues  that  way  for  a  long  time 
to  come." 

The  NBC  News  executive  told  how  radio  and  television  have 
increased  the  percentage  of  eligible  voters  who  have  gone  to  the  polls, 
and  he  said  the  greatest  single  change  produced  by  radio  and  television 
campaign  coverage  "is  that  the  electoral  process  has  become  very 
intimate  to  the  American  voter." 

This  change,  Mr.  Lower  stated,  would  rule  out  the  possibility 
of  conventions  being  decided  in  smoke-filled  rooms  or  by  stampeding 
galleries.  "There  would  be  a  revolt  in  every  television-equipped 
living  room  in  the  country, "  he  asserted. 
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He  also  called  attention  to  the  broadcasting  industry’s 
performance  in  day-to-day  news  coverage  with  more  programs  than  ever 
before  devoted  to  news,  public  affairs,  special  events  and  other  types 
of  information. 

"I  am  happy  to  report,"  he  said,  "that  these  programs  are 
being  carried  not  just  as  an  obligation,  with  the  F.  C.  C.  looking  over 
the  broadcaster’s  shoulder  and  urging  him  on.  There  are  increasing 
signs  that  an  enlightened  section  of  American  industry  is  joining  hands 
with  broadcasting  in  sponsoring  some  of  these  programs  and  thus 
assuring  that  they  receive  an  even  wider  audience  than  if  they  were 
carried  solely  on  a  sustaining  or  non-commercial  basis." 

Mr.  Lower  called  President  Kennedy’s  televised  news  conferences 
and  exclusive  TV  appearances  on  individual  networks  "the  two  big 
broadcasting  developments  on  the  New  Frontier." 

He  added,  "An  administration  which  came  to  power  on  the  wings 
of  radio  and  television  could  not  be  expected  to  do  other  than  soar 
upward  and  onward  on  the  broadcast  front... The  President  had  ample 
proof  during  his  campaign  for  the  Presidential  nomination  and  election 
that  the  broadcast  media  are  his  most  effective  means  of  reaching  the 
greatest  number  of  people."

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ROBERT  W.  SARNOFF  PROPOSES  LATIN  AMERICAN  TV  NETWORK 
AS  FIRST  STEP  TOWARD  INTERCONTINENTAL  BROADCASTING 

WASHINGTON,  May  8  --  Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company,  last  night  proposed  a  Latin 
American  television  network  as  the  first  step  toward  intercontinental 
broadcasting  with  the  approach  of  the  satellite  communications  age. 

In  an  address  to  the  Inter-American  Association  of  Broad¬ 
casters,  Mr.  Sarnoff  suggested  that  such  a  network  originate  on  a 
regional  basis  linking  the  seven  Latin  American  countries  that  have 
already  projected  a  Common  Market.  Those  nations  are  Brazil,  Uruguay, 
Argentina,  Peru,  Bolivia,  Chile  and  Mexico. 

Then,  he  said,  the  network  could  expand  to  cover  other  Latin 
American  nations  linked  by  the  special  bonds  of  language,  tradition 
and  program  interests. 

"I  would  certainly  look  to  the  prospect  of  establishing  ties 
between  such  a  network  and  North  American  television  broadcasters, 
especially  as  we  enter  the  age  of  satellite  communications,"  he  added. 

Mr.  Sarnoff  expressed  his  belief  "that  television,  with  its 
eloquent  and  incisive  reportorial  techniques,  has  done  more  than  any¬ 
thing  else  to  open  the  eyes  of  my  countrymen  over  the  last  year  to  the 
needs  and  problems  of  our  Hemisphere."  He  noted,  however,  that

with  the  journalistic  tradition  of  concentrating  on  Europe  and  Asia 
in  international  reporting  to  the  neglect  of  Hemispheric  news. 
Henceforth,  he  said,  NBC  News  will  focus  fresh  attention  on  Latin 
America  and  Canada. 

In  both  television  and  radio,  he  said,  NBC  will  "go  to 
Hemispheric  capitals  not  just  for  major  news  stories  like  earthquakes 
and  government  upheavals  but  for  regular  reaction  to  international 
developments  and  for  a  continuing  effort  to  reflect  the  daily  life  and 
problems  of  our  Hemispheric  neighbors. " 

To  effect  this  concept,  Mr.  Sarnoff  said,  NBC  News  has 
recently  opened  fully-staffed  bureaus  in  Buenos  Aires  and  Rio  de 
Janeiro  as  well  as  Ottawa,  and  now  has  a  staff  of  44  correspondents 
based  in  the  Americas  outside  the  United  States. 

NBC’s  growing  coverage,  Mr.  Sarnoff  said,  will  help  to  meet 
the  urgent  challenge  of  expanding  the  flow  of  information  within  the 
Hemisphere. 

"The  enemies  of  freedom,"  he  added,  "have  seized  every 
opportunity  to  exploit  this  power  of  mass  communication.  Castro,  for 
example,  has  expropriated  the  entire  Cuban  broadcasting  system  and  is 
using  it  to  the  hilt  for  his  propaganda  purposes.  As  in  other  dictator 
ships,  there  is  no  free  press  in  Cuba  and  no  free  broadcasting.  In 
addition,  Cuban  television  has  established  close  ties  with  all 
Communist  bloc  countries. " 

Against  this  threat,  he  said,  broadcasting  in  free  hands 
can  serve  "as  a  powerful  instrument  of  journalism  in  developing  the 
information  and  understanding  that  is  the  best  bulwark  against  the 
repressions  of  Communism. "

Discussing  other  contributions  that  television  and  radio 
can  make  to  Hemispheric  needs,  Mr.  Sarnoff  said: 

"Broadcasting  makes  possible  the  most  effective  assault 
against  ignorance  and  illiteracy  in  an  immediate  way  by  communicating 
directly  to  millions  without  the  printed  word,  and  also  as  a  powerful 
educational  medium  to  teach  millions  how  to  read.  Broadcasting  must

The  "extraordinary  growth"  in  broadcasting  stimulated  by 
the  competitive  system  in  this  Hemisphere,  Mr.  Sarnoff  said,  is 
illustrated  in  Latin  America,  where  last  year  the  gross  national 
product  grew  by  less  than  one  per  cent,  but  television  set  circulation 
went  up  by  27  per  cent.

Buenos  Noches .  It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  renew  the  friendly 
associations  I  have  enjoyed  with  so  many  of  you,  and  I*m  grateful  to 
Raul  Fontaina,  our  president,  for  inviting  me  to  speak  on  this  occasion. 
I  hope  I  may  be  forgiven  for  the  pride  I  feel  in  the  fact  that  NBC  had 
a  hand  in  the  founding  of  this  organization.  My  company  was  also  the 
first  in  the  United  States  to  establish  close  business  ties  with  a 
number  of  broadcasters  in  the  Hemisphere,  and  it  is  our  hope  to 
cultivate  and  develop  these  associations  even  further. 

This,  then,  is  a  meeting  of  friends,  fellow  professionals  and 
business  companions.  But  under  the  sobering  influence  of  the  events  of 
recent  weeks,  I  am  also  deeply  conscious  that  we  meet  as  citizens  of 
this  Hemisphere,  sharing  a  critical  period  in  the  common  cause  of 
freedom. 

It  would  be  foolish  and  fruitless  to  make  light  of  the  results 
of  the  recent  setback  in  Cuba,  not  only  for  the  Cuban  people  themselves 
but  in  the  encouragement  it  has  given  to  Communist  infiltration  else¬ 
where  in  the  Americas,  and  the  embarrassment  it  has  caused  everywhere 
for  the  United  States.  Yet  it  has  also  served  to  jolt  the  United  States 
public  awake  in  a  way  that  dramatic  adversity  always  snaps  us  out  of 
apathy  and  sluggishness  —  in  much  the  same  way  that  we  were  jolted  by 
such  events  as  the  Fall  of  France  and  the  Berlin  Blockade. 

Today,  to  a  degree  never  approached  before.  North  Americans 
have  an  awareness  of  Latin  America,  a  sense  of  involvement  in  Hemi¬ 
spheric  affairs  and  a  determination  to  play  a  responsible  role  in  meet¬ 
ing  a  threat  that  has  suddenly  grown  vivid  and  close.

Events  themselves  have  thrust  Latin  America  upon  the  attention 
of  the  United  States  with  great  impact  and  urgency,  but  it  takes  more 
than  events  to  generate  the  understanding  that  alone  can  provide  the 
basis  for  intelligent  action.  It  also  takes  swift,  accurate  dissemina¬ 
tion  of  the  facts,  and  skilled  and  sympathetic  analysis  and  interpreta¬ 
tion,  not  merely  in  the  reporting  of  crises  but  in  the  long-range 
comprehension  of  the  underlying  social,  economic  and  political  problems. 
All  the  journalistic  media  have  been  making  up  for  lost  ground  in  this 
task.  But  it  is  my  earnest  belief  that  television,  with  its  eloquent 
and  incisive  reportorial  techniques,  has  done  more  than  anything  else  to 
open  the  eyes  of  my  countrymen  over  the  last  year  to  the  needs  and 
problems  of  our  Hemisphere. 

As  I  am  sure  you  know,  the  most  notable  development  in  United 
States  television  during  this  period  has  been  an  unparalleled  increase 
in  the  quantity  and  quality  of  news  and  information  programming.  We 
have  set  new  standards  in  covering  events  in  Europe,  Asia  and  Africa  and 
in  bringing  our  own  Presidential  campaign  into  the  living  room.  In 
much  the  same  way,  the  television  networks  have  focused  upon  Latin 
America  with  an  insight  and  immediacy  hitherto  unknown  to  millions  of 
viewers . 

Such  documentary  programs  as  the  "NBC  White  Paper"  on  Panama 
enabled  millions  of  us  in  this  country  to  see  ourselves  clearly  for  the 
first  time  "as  others  see  us,"  from  South  and  Central  America.  It  is  a 
commonplace  all  over  the  world  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  set 
great  store  upon  other  peoples'  good  opinion.  We  are  eager  to  be  liked;

we  are  unhappy  when  we  find  we  are  not.  The  power  of  television  enabled 
us  to  sense,  at  next  to  firsthand,  some  of  the  resentment  toward  us  in 
the  societies  to  the  South  and  to  understand  some  of  its  causes.  Thus 
the  United  States  public  has  gained  a  perspective  that  embraces  the 
frictions  between  our  country  and  Latin  America  as  well  as  the  common 
goals  and  interests  that  bind  us  together. 

Despite  this  progress,  broadcasting  today  faces  the  urgent 
challenge  of  doing  even  more  to  maintain  and  expand  the  flow  of  informa¬ 
tion  within  the  Hemisphere.  Radio  and  television  in  themselves  are 
neutral  instruments;  they  fit  and  serve  as  well  in  the  clenched  fist  of 
dictatorship  as  in  the  open  hands  of  freedom.  The  enemies  of  freedom 
have  seized  every  opportunity  to  exploit  this  power  of  mass  communica¬ 
tion.  Castro,  for  example,  has  expropriated  the  entire  Cuban  broad¬ 
casting  system  and  is  using  it  to  the  hilt  for  his  propaganda  purposes. 

As  in  other  dictatorships,  there  is  no  free  press  in  Cuba  and  no  free 
broadcasting.  In  addition,  Cuban  television  has  established  close  ties 
with  all  Communist  bloc  countries.  And  apart  from  this,  the  Communist 
bloc  is  broadcasting  more  than  120  hours  a  week  to  Latin  America,  in¬ 
cluding  even  an  hour  a  day  in  Quechuan,  the  language  of  the  Andean 
Indians . 

In  each  of  the  countries  represented  at  this  gathering,  a  free 
system  of  broadcasting  continues  to  grow  and  flourish.  It  can  serve  as 
a  powerful  instrument  of  journalism  in  developing  the  understanding  that 
is  the  best  bulwark  against  the  repressions  of  Communism.  We  who  believe 
in  progress  through  freedom  must  make  it  a  two-way  flow  of  information 
that  will  keep  us  in  the  North  and  you  to  the  South  better  informed  of 
each  other’s  needs  and  attitudes,  goals  and  aspirations.

To  expand  our  own  activity  as  journalists  toward  these  ends, 
NBC  is  striking  out  in  new  directions  with  plans  that  have  been  under 
careful  development  for  several  months.  As  part  of  this  effort,  NBC 
News  has  recently  opened  new  fully-staffed  bureaus  in  Buenos  Aires  and 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  we  are  opening  another,  incidentally,  in  Ottawa. 

We  are  making  it  a  point  to  fill  all  our  assignments  in  Latin  America 
with  experienced  journalists  who  can  speak  Spanish  and  who  are  well 
versed  in  the  culture,  traditions  and  history  of  the  region.  We  now 
have  a  staff  of  44  full-  and  part-time  correspondents  based  in  the 
Americas  outside  the  United  States;  I  believe  it  is  the  largest  of 
any  broadcast  news  organization  in  the  Hemisphere. 

We  enlarged  our  staff  of  correspondents  in  the  Americas  so 
that  we  can  fulfill  a  new  concept  of  coverage.  Traditionally,  when 
United  States  journalism  turns  its  attention  abroad,  it  concentrates 
upon  Europe  and  Asia.  This  is  a  tradition  that  we  in  broadcasting 
inherited  from  the  press,  and  it  has  resulted  in  a  degree  of  neglect 
of  Hemispheric  news  that  no  thoughtful  journalist  can  tolerate  any 
longer.  We  intend  to  break  that  tradition  by  focusing  new  attention 
upon  Latin  America  and  Canada.  As  a  matter  of  practice,  NBC  News  will 
be  taking  viewers  and  listeners  regularly  to  such  capitals  as  Caracas, 
Rio,  Buenos  Aires,  Ottawa  and  Lima,  just  as  we  have  been  going  for  the 
news  to  London,  Paris,  Rome  and  Moscow.  These  reports  will  be  heard 
on  our  world  news  roundups,  on  the  hourly  newscasts  and  "Emphasis" 
programs  broadcast  nationally  over  the  NBC  Radio  Network;  and  will  be 
seen  and  heard  on  the  NBC  Television  Network  in  the  "Huntley-Brinkley 
Report,"  "The  Dave  Garroway  Today  Show"  and  our  numerous  news  specials.

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And  we  will  go  to  Hemispheric  capitals  not  just  for  major  news  stories 
like  earthquakes  and  government  upheavals  but  for  regular  reaction  to 
international  developments  and  for  a  continuing  effort  to  reflect  the 
daily  life  and  problems  of  our  Hemispheric  neighbors. 

NBC  hopes  that  others  in  our  own  country  will  follow  the 
example  of  these  efforts,  and  that  together  we  will  make  a  significant 
contribution  toward  stimulating  the  spread  of  information  that  can 
best  nourish  understanding.  We  are  keenly  aware  that  this  purpose 
will  not  be  advanced  by  any  attempt  to  color  the  truth  with  special 
pleading,  or  by  telling  people  what  we  think  they  want  to  hear.  It 
must  be  based  on  a  conscientious,  professional  effort  to  get  at  the 
facts  and  to  present  them  fairly  and  meaningfully.  We  hope  that  those 
who  interpret  the  United  States  to  their  own  countries  will  approach 
their  task  in  the  same  spirit  of  journalistic  inquiry,  candor  and 
balance . 

In  the  decade  ahead,  there  are  other  heavy  responsibilities 
and  expanding  opportunities  for  broadcasters  as  the  nations  of  the 
Americas  join  as  partners  to  advance  the  cause  of  Hemispheric  progress. 

Broadcasting  makes  possible  the  most  effective  assault  against 
ignorance  and  illiteracy  --  in  an  immediate  way  by  communicating 
directly  to  millions  without  the  printed  word,  and  also  as  a  powerful 
educational  medium  to  teach  millions  how  to  read.  Television  can 
overcome  the  limitations  of  classrooms  and  school  budgets  as  well  as 
the  geographical  isolation  of  jungle  and  mountain.  Its  potential  as 
a  teacher  has  barely  been  tapped,  both  in  commercial  television  and 
through  stations  devoted  entirely  to  education.

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Broadcasting  must  also  play  a  larger  part  in  closing  the  gap 
between  the  Latin  American  countries  themselves  and  developing  greater 
national  unity  through  the  improvement  of  communication  within  each 
country.  I  was  struck  to  learn  not  long  ago  that,  since  they  were 
in  different  countries,  two  cities  only  a  few  hundred  miles  apart 
were  unable  to  undertake  mutually  advantageous  trade  because  the  link 
between  the  two  national  railroad  systems  had  never  been  completed, 
and  it  was  impossible  moreover  to  make  banking  arrangements  or  even 
send  a  telegram  from  one  of  these  cities  to  the  other  without  going 
thousands  of  miles  through  the  national  capitals. 

Broadcasting,  and  especially  television,  offers  something  more 
than  a  unifying  force  in  the  decade  ahead.  As  an  advertising-supported 
medium  in  a  free  economy,  it  becomes  a  major  instrument  of  mass 
distribution  and  hence  an  important  stimulant  to  economic  progress. 

One  of  television’s  outstanding  contributions  in  this  country  has 
been  to  help  sell  goods  and  services  on  an  expanding  scale  that 
enables  us  to  consume  our  way  to  prosperity.  It  offers  the  same 
promise  to  every  country  as  set  circulation  rises  and  purchasing 
power  spreads  to  the  mass  of  the  population. 

The  competitive  system  is  the  pattern  for  broadcasting  almost 
everywhere  in  this  Hemisphere,  and  all  of  us  can  take  pride  in  the 
extraordinary  growth  it  has  stimulated.  This  expansion  is  all  the 
more  remarkable  in  comparison  with  general  economic  conditions.  In 
Latin  America  last  year,  the  gross  national  product  grew  by  less  than 
1 %  but  television  set  circulation  went  up  27$.  In  Brazil,  set  owner¬ 
ship  is  now  well  past  the  million  mark.  In  Latin  America  as  a  whole,

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25  new  stations  have  sprung  up  in  a  year.  Another  encouraging 
development  is  the  increasing  trend  toward  nationwide  television 
systems  in  almost  every  country. 

The  next  step  in  the  direction  of  growth  lies  in  international 
networking,  as  the  broadcasters  of  Europe  have  demonstrated  with  far 
greater  handicaps  of  language  and  differing  technical  standards  than 
we  have  in  the  Americas.  Ihe  basic  obstacle  has  been  the  enormous 
cost  that  would  be  involved  in  tying  the  television  systems  of  our 
various  countries  into  a  network. 

For  that  reason,  in  my  judgment,  the  soundest  starting  point 
would  be  a  regional  television  network  paralleling  the  Common  Market 
that  has  already  been  projected  by  seven  Latin  American  countries. 

Such  a  network  could  well  be  extended  with  the  progressive  lowering 
of  trade  barriers  and  the  progress  of  the  area  toward  economic  integra¬ 
tion.  What  I  am  envisaging  is  primarily  a  network  joining  Latin 
American  broadcasters  because  of  the  special  bonds  of  language, 
tradition  and  program  interests  in  that  part  of  the  Hemisphere.  But 
I  would  certainly  look  to  the  prospect  of  establishing  ties  between 
such  a  network  and  North  American  television  broadcasters,  especially 
as  we  enter  the  age  of  satellite  communications . 

In  speaking  of  the  virtues  of  the  free  competitive  system  of 
commercial  broadcasting,  I  have  dwelled  on  the  relationship  between 
broadcasting  and  economic  growth.  There  is  another  great  virtue  of 
this  system  that  deserves  special  emphasis  in  these  troubled  times. 
Independent,  private  broadcasting  is  both  a  stimulus  and  safeguard 
of  political  freedom  and  democratic  institutions.  There  are,  of  course, 
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fine  examples  of  government-operated  radio  and  television  in  the 
democratic  tradition.  However,  it  is  my  conviction  that  the  private 
competitive  system  of  broadcasting  can  best  provide  the  freedom  of 
information  that  is  essential  to  freedom  from  tyranny.  This  does  not 
happen  automatically.  As  stewards  of  this  system,  it  is  our  duty 
to  use  it  to  its  full  potential  as  an  instrument  of  enlightenment, 
and  to  keep  on  our  guard  against  any  attempt  at  government  interven¬ 
tion,  whether  it  be  a  dictatorial  seizure  of  broadcasting  facilities 
or  the  more  subtle  approach  of  interference  in  the  programming  process. 

By  our  vigilance  against  such  threats,  and  by  making  the  most 
of  our  growing  opportunities  to  spread  understanding,  we  broadcasters 
can  best  meet  our  responsibilities  as  professionals  and  as  good 
citizens.  This  is  a  fateful  period  in  the  history  of  the  Americas. 
Those  who  stand  for  freedom  and  representative  government  have  endured 
defeat  and  discouragement.  Many  difficulties  still  lie  ahead.  But 
there  is  also  real  hope  --  thanks  in  a  sense  to  adversity  itself  -- 
that  we  in  the  broadcasting  fraternity,  working  side  by  side,  can 
lead  our  peoples  forward  into  a  new  era  of  understanding,  cooperation 
and  progress.

WASHINGTON,  May  8  —  Plans  for  exciting  new  entertainment 
formats  and  a  vast  increase  in  informational  programming  during  the 
1961-62  season  were  unveiled  yesterday  by  the  NBC  Television  Network 
at  a  meeting  of  its  affiliates  in  the  Sherat on-Park  Hotel. 

Hugh  Downs,  master  of  ceremonies  of  NBC-TV's  "Concentration," 
gave  the  visual  presentation  and  introduced  several  of  the  producers 
and  stars  who  will  play  key  roles  in  next  season's  schedule. 

Mr.  Downs  pointed  out  the  enormous  expansion  of  activity 
planned  for  next  year  in  news  and  public  affairs  programming,  an  area 
where  NBC  already  holds  undisputed  network  leadership. 

David  Brinkley  and  Frank  McGee  will  appear  in  two  new  weekly 
prime  time  news  series,  one  of  which,  "David  Brinkley's  Journal,"  will 
be  broadcast  in  color  and  is  already  fully  sponsored.  "The  Nation's 
Future,"  "The  Texaco  Hunt ley -Brinkley  Report,"  "Meet  the  Press"  and 
"Chet  Huntley  Reporting"  all  continue  as  important  parts  of  next 
season ' s  schedule . 

Color  programming  for  the  new  season  will  take  another  giant 
step,  with  60  per  cent  more  color  on  NBC-TV  during  1961  than  during 
I960.

Five  cameras  will  be  placed  strategically  inside  the  Moulin 
Rouge.  Three  of  them  will  be  on  stage,  one  just  off  the  center  aisle 
of  the  third  tier  of  seats,  and  one  in  the  lobby. 

In  addition,  there  will  be  a  "creepie-peepie . "  This  is  the 
camera  first  used  by  NBC  at  the  political  conventions  of  1956.  Similar 
to  a  hand  movie  camera,  the  operator,  with  the  recording  unit  strapped 
on  his  back,  can  walk  through  the  audience  and  pick  up  candid  reactions 
and  dialogue  at  close  range. 

High  above  either  side  of  the  stage,  large  monitor  screens 
will  be  installed  for  a  clear  view  of  the  program  by  the  audience. 

As  previously  announced,  Dick  Powell  will  emcee  from  Hollywood 
and  Joey  Bishop  will  emcee  the  New  York  origination  from  the  Ziegfeld 
Theatre .

SAFETY  HINTS  IN  "WAGON  TRAIN"  DRAMA 
HELP  SAVE  TWO  GIRLS*  LIVES 

The  TV  set  has  special  significance  for  Debra  Robbins,  eight, 
and  her  eight -year-old  playmate,  Pamela  Shirley. 

Just  one  week  ago  toda3^,  pony-tailed  Debra  used  what  she 
had  seen  on  NBC-TV's  "Wagon  Train"  to  save  herself  and  Pam  from  drown¬ 
ing  in  a  25-foot  well  in  suburban  Indianapolis,  Ind.  Neither  girl  can 
swim. 

The  girls,  both  third  grade  pupils,  were  playing  outside  the 
Robbins  house  when  some  old  boards  covering  a  well  gave  way,  and  they 
plunged  down  a  murky,  brick-lined  shaft  into  12  feet  of  water. 

Debra  did  some  quick-on-the-draw  thinking  and  braced  her 
back  and  feet  against  the  walls,  and  urged  Pam  to  hang  on  to  her. 

Their  cries  brought  help  within  minutes. 

A  family  friend  grabbed  a  clothesline  from  an  adjoining  shed 
and  lowered  it  into  the  shaft.  Debra  caught  hold  and  hoisted  herself 
out,  hand -over-hand.  The  line  was  dropped  again  to  retrieve  her  play¬ 
mate. 

Both  girls,  shaken  but  unharmed,  were  tucked  in  bed,  and 
Debra  explained  she  had  learned  to  brace  herself  in  the  shaft  by 
watching  a  cowboy  do  it  on  an  episode  of  "Wagon  Train."

NBC  NEWS  ESTABLISHES  FULL-TIME  AFRICAN  NEWS  BUREAU 
TO  COORDINATE  NETWORK  COVERAGE  OF  CONTINENT 

A  full-time  African  news  bureau  staffed  by  NBC  Newsmen  and 
coordinating  the  network’s  coverage  of  the  entire  continent  has  been 
established  in  Leopoldville  in  the  Congo,  it  was  announced  today  by 
William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive  Vice  President,  NBC  News. 

Mr.  McAndrew  said  that  establishment  of  the  bureau  was  in 
recognition  of  the  increasingly  vital  role  of  African  nations  in  world 
affairs.  He  pointed  out  that  it  was  the  fourth  major  NBC  News  bureau 
to  be  set  up  in  the  past  two  months,  others  having  been  opened  in  Rio 
de  Janeiro,  Brazil;  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina,  and  Ottawa,  Canada. 

NBC  News  has  covered  events  in  the  Congo  continuously  since 
the  outbreak  of  violence  in  July,  i960.  Among  the  NBC  staff  members 
who  have  participated  in  the  coverage  are  correspondents  John  Rich, 
Irving  R.  Levine  and  Welles  Hangen  and  cameramen  John  Peters,  Edmondo 
Ricci  and  Joseph  Oexle. 

The  full-time  bureau  will  be  headed  by  correspondent  Bernard 
Frizell,  previously  in  Paris,  and  its  staff  will  include  cameraman  Louis 
Hepp,  formerly  in  Athens.  The  bureau  will  be  headquartered  in  Leopold¬ 
ville  as  long  as  that  city  is  a  major  newsmaking  center.  It  can  be 
moved  on  short  notice,  however,  to  any  other  African  area  that  may 
assume  importance  in  the  news. 

Frizell,  who  joined  NBC  News  in  i960,  is  a  former  Paris 
correspondent  for  Time  and  Life  magazines  and  for  the  American  Broad¬ 
casting  Company.  He  studied  at  Brooklyn  College  as  an  undergraduate 
and  received  an  M.  A.  degree  from  Harvard.

The  new  assignment  will  mark  a  return  to  television  as  an 
interviewer  for  the  attractive,  blonde  singer.  During  1957  and  1958 
she  was  a  regular  member  of  NBC-TV's  "Today"  show  staff. 

Miss  O’Connell,  while  still  a  teenager,  gained  fame  as  featured 
vocalist  with  the  Jimmy  Dorsey  Orchestra  in  the  early  1940s.  During 
that  time  she  also  created  a  sensation  in  the  recording  world  with  her 
renditions  of  "Green  Eyes,"  "Tangerine"  and  "Amapola,"  which  together 
sold  over  seven  million  records.  However,  in  1943*  at  the  peak  of  her 
career,  she  left  the  band  business  to  raise  a  family.

OF  WEEKEND  RIOTING;  CAMERAMAN,  SOUNDMAN  INJURED

NBC  was  the  only  network  to  send  a  news  team  to  Montgomery, 
Ala.,  in  advance  of  the  weekend  racial  riots. 

NBC  News  correspondent  Herb  Kaplow  of  Washington,  who  had 
received  a  tip  that  Alabama  apparently  would  become  a  serious  trouble 
spot,  left  Friday,  May  19,  for  Montgomery,  and  NBC  News  also  assigned 
cameraman  Maurice  Levy  and  soundman  Wieland  Risser  of  Dallas  to  join 
him. 

They  were  at  the  scene  of  the  first  riot  in  downtown  Montgomery 
Saturday  morning  when  hundreds  of  white  men  and  women  attacked  a 
racially  mixed  group  of  "Freedom  Riders"  arriving  on  a  Greyhound  bus. 
Levy  and  Risser  were  knocked  down,  roughed  up  and  threatened  with  a 
knife.  They  were  injured  slightly.  Levy's  sound  camera  was  broken.

Edwin 
Newman,  former  NBC  News  bureau  chief  in  Paris,  will  serve  as  anchor¬ 
man  for  the  segments  which  will  be  taped  and  filmed  in  Paris.  The 
program  will  cover  the  President's  arrival  in  Paris,  the  state  dinner 
which  will  be  held  at  the  Palais  de  Versailles,  Mr.  Kennedy's  speech  at 

L'Hotel  de  Ville,  and  the  motorcade  down  the  Champs  Elysees  to  the  Arc

AS  LISTENING  POST  FOR  CUBAN  EVENTS 

NBC  News  will  open  a  bureau  in  Miami,  Fla.,  which  will  serve 
as  a  listening  post  for  events  in  Cuba, it  was  announced  today  by 
William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive  Vice  President,  NBC  News. 

Richard  Valeriani,  who  was  the  NBC  News  correspondent  in 
Havana,  Cuba,  until  recently,  will  head  the  new  bureau  which  will  be¬ 
gin  operations  this  week. 

The  Miami  bureau  is  being  established  because  of  the 
restrictions  placed  on  American  newsmen  by  the  Castro  government  and 
because  of  the  increased  difficulties  in  filing  news  stories  from  Cuba. 
NBC  will  be  the  first  network  to  open  such  a  bureau  in  Miami. 

The  network  bureau  will  use  the  radio  and  television  facilitie 
of  the  NBC  affiliate,  WCKT,  in  Miami. 

Valeriani  joined  NBC  News  this  year  after  working  on  a  number 
of  special  news  assignments  for  the  network  in  Havana.

Pull-Hour  ’Chet  Huntley  Reporting’  June  4  to  Cover  and  Analyze 
Kennedy-Khrushchev  Summit  Meeting  in  Vienna;  NBC 
Newsmen  to  Participate  in  Broadcast 

The  bargaining  positions  of  President  Kennedy  and  Soviet 
Premier  Khrushchev  at  their  summit  meeting  in  Vienna  will  be  compared 
on  "Chet  Huntley  Reporting"  Sunday,  June  4,  when  the  program  will  be 
expanded  to  a  full  hour  to  present  "JFK  —  Report  No.  5"  on  the  NBC-TV 
Network  (5:30-6:30  p.m.  EOT) . 

In  addition,  Chet  Huntley  will  report  from  Vienna  on  the  out¬ 
come  of  the  meeting,  which  is  scheduled  to  end  with  a  final  communique 
only  a  few  hours  before  the  program  is  to  be  broadcast.

Huntley  will  discuss  the  meeting  with  NBC  News  correspondent 
John  Chancellor  (Moscow),  who  will  cover  Khrushchev  and  his  associates 
while  they  are  in  Vienna;  Sander  Vanocur  (White  House),  who  will  be 
with  Kennedy  and  the  officials  accompanying  him;  and  Edwin  Newman  (New 
York),  who  will  also  be  in  Vienna  to  cover  the  meeting. 

Producer  Reuven  Frank  said  that  the  program  would  examine 
Soviet  strength  and  prestige  to  determine  whether  it  is  true,  as  some 
news  analysts  have  declared,  that  Russia  is  entering  the  meeting  with  a 
better  bargaining  position  than  it  has  enjoyed  at  any  time  since  World 
War  II.

Swearingen  is  a  professor  of 
International  Relations  and  Director  of  the  Soviet -Asian  Studies  Center 
at  the  University  of  Southern  California.  He  served  as  an  intelligence 
officer  during  World  War  II  and  was  later  with  the  State  Department  in 
Washington.

Offer  Viewers  'Participation  in  Greatness  of  the  Great' 

A  new  cycle  of  "Wisdom"  conversations,  offering  viewers 
"participation  in  the  greatness  of  the  great,"  will  be  broadcast  by  the 
NBC  Television  Network  on  Sundays  from  5  to  5:30  p.m.  NYT,  starting 
Sept,  17,  according  to  an  announcement  today  by  David  Levy,  Vice 
President,  Programs  and  Talent,  for  the  network. 

The  "Wisdom"  programs  are  a  product  of  NBC  Special  Projects, 
which  is  headed  by  Donald  B.  Hyatt.  The  producer  is  James  Nelson, 
Manager,  Special  Projects. 

Recently  "Wisdom"  has  been  making  news  in  the  publishing  and 
recordings  worlds.  Nine  of  the  "Wisdom"  films  yet  to  be  broadcast  — 
plus  13  that  have  been  —  appear  in  a  new  book,  "Wisdom  for  Our  Time, " 
which  W.  W.  Norton  &  Company  published  last  week.  (The  new  nine  are 
W.  Somerset  Maugham,  Nadia  Boulanger,  Andres  Segovia,  Clement  Attlee, 
David  Low,  William  Ernest  Hocking,  Norman  Thomas,  Howard  Lindsay  and 
Dr.  Paul  Dudley  White.)  Decca  Records  last  month  issued  selections  from 
eight  "Wisdom"  conversations  on  two  long-playing  discs.  (On  one  are 
Carl  Sandburg,  Dr.  Harlow  Shapley,  Jawaharlal  Nehru,  and  Jacques 
Lipchitz;  on  the  other  are  David  Ben-Gurion,  Frank  Lloyd  Wright, 

Bertrand  Russell,  and  Sean  O'Casey.) 

The  very  first  "Wisdom"  program  —  made  in  1952,  the  year  the 
venture  was  conceived  --  had  as  its  subject  Bertrand  Russell,  the 
philosopher  and  mathematician.

The  concept  came  about,  James  Nelson  recalls,  from  an 
observation  made  at  NBC  Television:  "Suppose  we  had  on  television  film, 
today,  talks  with  Socrates,  Shakespeare  and  Lincoln,  in  which  each  tried 
to  explain  himself  by  speaking  his  innermost  convictions." 

Thirty-nine  conversations  --  many  varieties  of  wisdom  —  have 
been  accomplished  on  film  by  and  for  the  NBC -TV  Network  and  broadcast 
nationally  at  irregular  intervals. 

Some  principles  were  established  early.  Above  all,  no  attempt 
is  made  to  capture  mere  celebrities.  The  conversations  happen,  whenever 
possible,  in  the  relaxed  and  familiar  setting  of  the  subject's  own  home 
or  study.  Professional  interviewers  are  never  used.  Usually,  subject 
and  producer  together  choose  an  informed  friend  who  may  also  be  an 
associate  or  a  student.  The  interviewer  stays  out  of  the  way  —  an 
unobtrusive  guest,  off -camera  as  much  as  possible.  Then,  after  the 
life  is  studied  through  the  books  or  other  works  of  the  personality, 
the  producer  and  his  staff  start  to  "write"  --  with  camera  and  soundtrack 
—  what  is  really  biography  and  autobiography.  The  subject  must  be 
allowed  to  talk  seriously  about  his  thought,  in  terms  of  his  life 
experience.  There  are  no  camera  tricks,  no  searching  for  virtuoso 
effects.
